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1. This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 1/9/06. 

2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection is 
appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined application 
claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined application 
claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., 
In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re 
Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 
619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969).

3. Claims 1-8, 10-18, 20, 21, 23-25 and 27-39 are provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-9 and 13-18 
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of copending Application No. 10/893754. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they 
are not patentably distinct from each other because the scope of the claims is coextensive when 
the dependent claims are considered. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. The examiner notes that the copending case is still in 
prosecution and has not yet reached allowability, abandonment, or final rejection. 

4. Claims 8 and 38 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 8, "the monomers" lacks antecedent basis since the alpha olefins previously 
recited in the claim are not necessarily monomers. It is suggested that "the monomers" be 
replaced by —alpha olefin monomers--. Claim 38 should likewise be amendment. 

5. The examiner informally notes that claims 20 and 39 are drawn to generic 
polymerization processes using generic monomers, yet the specification discloses only 
polymerization of alpha olefin monomers, hence the specification is not enabling for 
polymerization of generic monomers. If the claims are amended to reflect polymerization of 
alpha olefin monomers then these claims would be essentially identical to claims 8 and 38 
respectively and should be canceled as duplicate claims.
